The Pittsburgh Time* is a lead 
ing Republican paper, and Mr. Car 
negie's views as expressed in this in 
terv-iew may be accepted as authentic 
Jn brief, the great manufacturer 
who is doubtless amply satisfied witl 
the many millions lie has made onto 
protection and is therefore content t' 
accept reasonable tariff 
reduction 


thinks the Wilsoo bill is not such a 
bad arrangement. He tbcn says tha 
the .Republican senators would shov 
great wisdom were they to unite witl 
the Democrats and make a bill thai 
wiil take the tariff out of politics fo:

Fifty-first Congress dealt with the 
treasury surplus after the true and 
traditional methods of protection, 
which was to lessen or abolish those 
taxes which-pass directly and undi- 
tuinished from the pockets of the 
taxpayer to the public treasury, and 
to increase those taxes which were 
intercepted in their passage from the 
pockets of the taxpayer 
to 
the 


public treasury by tlie private toll- 
gatherer. 


The McK!niey bill reduced the in- 


ternal revenue tax on maoufacturec 
tobacco, atHillslied special tuxes or 
dealers and manufacturer!! of tobacco 
and wipea out uhe duties on ra\ 
sugar, which for years past had bee 
our chief revenue producing articl 
ou the custom list.' 
Both of thes 


taxes were in a just and proper sens 
revenue taxes, and neither of then 
should have been touched so long a 
the rates of duty upon clothing am 
other necessary articles of consumi.: 
tion were so enormously oppressive 


Tobacco taxes were reduced undo 


the cry that tobacco had become 
necessity to the poor as well as tli 
rich, but new and heavier taxes lak 
on the woolen clothing of the poo 
man, so indispensable to MK health 
and his productive energy.

was untaxed to give the America 
workiagrnati a f ree breakfast 
table 


but new taxes were placed on hi 
cups and saucers, his plates am 
dishes, his coffee pot, his knives am 
forks, his food and his table covei 
In a word he was relieved from th 
taxes he paid his government in or 
der that he might be made to pa;

In the 
tirst seven months of the Harrison 
administration 870,000,000 in bond 
were thus purchased, at premiums 
ranging from 5 to S per cent, an the 
bonds of 181)1. and from 21 to 28 pe 
cent, on the bonds flue in 1907.

the first five months of the fisca 
year, beginning July 1, 18UO, ove 
$9S,000,000 were disbursed In tin 
payment of bonds and in the pin 
ment of interest not yel due. 


But even this did not dissipate tin 


surplus, and the Fifty-first Congrcsi 
was, obliged to try its "hand upon It 
It refunded the direct tax of the 
states, a mere log-rolling scheme to 
get at the treasury surplus, whic'r 
Mr. Cleveland had vetoed when at 
tempted in the previous congress 
This %v;is pure gratuity, but it has 
taken out of the treasure over $14, 
000,000.

paid to sugar growers. 


Last of all, as the chief means o 


distributing the surplus, was the De 
pendent 1'erision bill, ucder whicl 
out annual pension expenditures has, 
risen more than %iiO,000,000. What 
ever of merit or justice there might 
have been in this bill, it is very cer 
tain that it would never have be 
come a law, but that those other 
pensions, our protected 
industries 


might have the fitst pull and the 
largest profit out of the taxes gath 
ered to pay the pensioners. 


Neither must it be forgotten, in 


this story of a depleted treasury, that 
the Sherimin law turned merto the. 
last administration, as available cash 
a trust fund of S34,000,000 depositec 
by national banks to reeeem their 
njros, nor that 
Secretary Foster 


changed the forms of treasury state 
ments by adding to it $20,000,001) oi 
subsidiary and minor coins as part ot 
its available cash. If, then, to the 
more than SiOO.000,000 thus made 
away with by the last administra 
tion. we should add^tlie $150,000,000 
loss of revenue by tlie omission ol 
taxes on t obacco and sugar alone, we 
should have a clear idea of the rapid 
and headlong steps by which we have 
been brought to our present emptj 
treasury.

Mr. Carroll D. Wright, commibftioner 


of labor, spoke in Wubhingtou recently 
on tho "Imlnatiial Condition of Wom- 
en."

collected d;ita contradict tho generally 
accepted ulen that women aro pukl less 
tlinii men for the same kind of work.

BIIIIU of the factory eystoiii coiunared 
with the domestic as giving women a 
wider sphere of action, Tlie iudnstruil 
emuucipation of woman may lie fol- 
lowed by her political emancipation, or 
they may come together.

of women. 


By industrial cmnnuiimticm he mi- 


derstood to he meant the prodnction of 
tho highest typo ot womanhood, not 
alone as wageworkcrs, but in ptofes- 
sional careers.

man. hut supplemented his efforts. 
In 


the year 184(1. fclarnet -Martinean found 
in this country ouly seven employments 
open to women.

which arc open to women, and her 
growing prominence in all branches ut 
trade, inannfnchirea, tigricnltmc and 
the professions impress Lor intellec- 
tually and inoially. 
Mr. Wright as- 


serted that the morals of tho wnge- 
worfcers ure equal to those under the old 
domestic system, and tho mingling ol 
the SO.TOS in education and in tho indus- 
tries enhanced tho respect lor women, 
and in conse<|iieuce they occupied n 
higher plane. 


As to the compensation of women in 


tlio Icfwcr i anks of tho employed, the 
opinion that women are not paid equal 
wages with men for tho same work 
equally well done is erroneous. Wom- 
an is a new economic factor. Her phys- 
ical ciHlurnnru and education aie de- 
fective, and herc(|tiipment lur life work 
is insufficient, caused by tho hope that 
her work will soon be interrupted by 
marmno. 
Hi. Wright expressed the 


opinion that the industrial development 
in the future would result in a decrease 
in the numbei of marriages and an in- 
crease in tlio number ut divorces and 
would extend woman's inti-llectnal op- 
nortnniti™ and establish her iibbohne 
soci.tl equality.
